As a result, the Japanese consul at 


Mukden has agreed to issue a warn- 
ing to all Japanese papers here to 
suppress false reports. General Chang 
told Captain Baldwin that he 
did 


not believe the reports 'out added that 
he was not in a position to regulate 
the Japanese press pointing out that 
his troops were being 
moved south 


over the Japanese controlled South 
Manchurian railway 


The American officer called General 


Chang's attention to reports in Jap- 
anese papers here branding Captain 
Baldwin as a spy in employ of the 
Peking government. He pointed out 
to General Chang, that although he 
was attached to the American Lega 
tion at Peking, he had never met 
General Wu Pei-Fu, military head of 
the central government.

The ZB-3 lias added another to the 


daring and momentous exploits of the air 
during the year 1924. This great Zep- 
pelin, built in Germanv. crossed the At- 
lantic from Friedrichshafen to Lakehurst.

-would have completed the voyage in less 
time had it not been driven out of its 
course by severe Atlantic storms.
